Auckland: 
A&A meeting of the Executive 


was held on the i4th March,at which 
the date of the annual Meeting was 

fixed for the 27th April. After the 
disposal of the formal business it 


is intended to hold a social even- 
ing for members and their friends. 

A change in the hours observed 
by Branch Libraries has recently 
been made by the City Council on 
the recommendation of the Librery 
Committee. In future Libraries will 
open daily from 1 to 5.30 p.m., ex- 
cept Saturday, when they will open 
in the mornings only from 10 a.m. to 
1 p.m. The evening hours through 
the week will be the same as former- 
ly, viz. 7 to 9 p.m. 


Canterbury: 

At the February Confer- 
ence, the nine members and delegetes 
from Canterbury met and formed the 
Canterbury Branch, so that they 
could at once eppiy to the Council 
for affiliation. This was granted 
at the post-Conference meeting of 
the Council. Apart from a prelin- 
inary meeting of the foundation 
members the first meeting was cel- 
led for 5 April, and invitsetions 
were sent out to all libreariéns, 
libraries and institutions inter- 
ested in libraries, in Canterbury, 
to establish the Branch on e firm 


foundation, and to arrange for the 
year's activities, including regu- 
lar meetings, discussion of libra- 
ry methods, visits to libraries, 
consideration of the library pro- 
blems of the Christchurch metro- 
politan area, discussion of the 
coming national library service and 
the place of the Canterbury pro- 
vince and the Christchurch district 
in the scheme, training in libra- 
rienship, preparation of local co- 
operative book lists, union lists 
of periodicals, etc., inter-library 
loans, union cetalogues, and so 
forth.

Local News: 

Addington: In his report to 
the annual meeting of the Adding- 
ton Public Library held on the 10th 
February, the secretary stated that 
the year had been the most success- 
ful since 1929; membership totall- 
ing 427, accessions totalling 768, 
of which 250 were non-fiction. The 
total number of books now reached 
nearly 10,000. 


Palmerston North: The annual 
meeting of the Palmerston North 
junior library members was held re- 
cently, Mrs. E.L. Christian presid- 
ing. In reviewing the year's ac- 
tivities it was revealed that the 
members had entered two plays in 
the junior festival of the Manawatu 
branch of the British Drama League, 
had put on a concert at the end of 
the year and held another at the 
Hospital,while scrap books had been 
made and two hobbies exhibitions had 
been held. In addition, the chil- 
dren had taken a great part in the 
working of the rooms and interest in 
the lectures,while the weekly story 
hour had been maintained through- 
out the year. 

Plans were considered for the 
coming year and activities will in- 
clude drama, lectures, the making 
of scrap books for the Porirua Men- 
tal Hospital and the Palmerston 
North Hospital; and a boys! sub- 
committee is to set about gathering 
articles to form the nucleus of a 
small museum. It was also thought 
a photograph album would provide 
interest in the years to come. 

Junior work carried out in this 
progressive manner furnishes an ex- 
ample to all libraries, and is am- 
ong the most valuable work being 
done today. 





The annual meet- 
ing of the St. Martins Public Lib- 


rary held on the 9th February show- 


St. Martins: 


ed an increase of 167 subscribers, 
bringing the total number up to 
512. Over 1,000 books had been 
added, bringing the total up to 
nearly 10,000. 


Waltham: At the annual meet- 
ing of the Waltham Public Library, 
it was disclosed that 395 new books 
had been placed on the shelves, and 
the balance sheet showed ea credit 
balance for approximately £12, the 
year having been a most successful 
one. In commenting on the remarks 
of one of the speakers, the "Christ- 
church Press" made the following com- 
ments: "When the Canterbury Public 
Library is brought under municipal 
control, and it has already been 
agreed to make this change, the last 
obstacle to the adoption of a cen- 
tralised library service in Christ- 
church will have been removed. The 
Christchurch City Council will then 
have to decide whether it is going 
to continue to subsidise a dozen or 
more independent libraries which 
duplicate one another in the buying 
of books and provide at best an in- 
different service for their subscri- 
bers, or whether it is going to cen- 
tralise and make available a better 
service at no additional cost. It 
is difficult to believe that the 
Council can hesitate over its 
decision."

Books for Country Libraries: 

An 
experiment mentioned by Miss A. M. 
Blackett, librarian of the Wang- 
anui Public Library, during the Con- 
ference is here set out in fuller 
detail than it was possible for Miss 
Blackett to provide during proceed- 
ings. The scheme may commend itself 
to librarians in other parts of the 
country: 

The following information may be 
of practical assistance to some Lib- 
rary or Libraries until it is pos- 
sible to bring the National System 
into operation. 

Some time ago the Library Commi- 
ttee of a township with a population 
of some 1,400, asked us to lend 
books to their Library, changing 
them periodically. I was not very 
anxious to do this at first, as I 
felt that it might upset the circu- 
lation locally. However, this 
Committee was very keen to come to 
some arrangement and finally the 
Library Comnittee here decided to 
give it 4 trial. 
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The Country Library was to pay 
for the transport by road of the box 
of books, which was to be collected 
here and delivered to the other Lib- 
rary, the books being changed mon- 
thly. It was decided that the sub- 
scription should be on the same ba- 
sis as that paid by local members 
-- 10/- per annum for two books and 
5/- for each additional book. A 
fee of £10 was charged, which equal- 
led that for forty books, but we 
decided to make it fifty to allow 
for books out when the box was re- 
turned, it being difficult to col- 
lect books to a set time in any dis- 
trict. It was understood that the 
very latest books could not be sent 
eway for a month or ionger, but we 
send as varied a selection es pos- 
sible -- the non-fiction representa- 
tive of current topics, etc. 

At the end of the first year the 
Country Library expressed apprecia- 
tion of the service, and I had no 
hesitation in continuing it. We are 
now near the end of the third year. 
A short time ago they asked if it 
were possible to increase the book 
allowance, as some members were 
without books for some days while 
the box was being changec. We now 
allow sixty volumes, abou: forty 
coming back each timc. Lists of 
requests for certain books are re- 
ceived and we do our best to send 
then. 

Of course, the cost of transport 
must be reckoned, and this would 
vary in different districts, but it 
is evident that for this cost plus 
the £10 subscription this Library 
must be giving a much better selec- 
tion of reading matter than they 
could possibly obtain by putting 
this money into the purchase of 
books. ‘Where there's a will, 
there's a way!" This particular 
Library got what they were after, 
and the arrangement has proved to 
be satisfactory to us.

"The School Library Review" Volume

article on THE SCHOOL LIBRARY; 
GENERAL ADMINISTRATION; and various 
other material of a particularly 
good standard. A subscription to 
this publication has been placed on 
behalf of the Association. 


The Association has received a 
copy of the Constitution of the 
Free Library Movement, Australia; 
a movement having its headquarters 
at Brook House, 17 O'Connell Street, 
Sydney. The Free Library Move- 
ment in its pamphlet sets out the 
position of Australian libraries 
as shown in the Munn-Pitt Report, 
and mentions library service in 
New South Wales compared with ser- 
vices in Great Britain end other 
countries. Sections are included 
on library finance, end fiction 

in public libraries, and the whole 
statement is aimed to stimulate 
free and informal discussion on 
the best means of establishing and 
maintaining free libraries under 
Australian conditions. The move- 
ment is particularly interesting 
in that it shows the development 
of a trend of action in some re- 
spects similar to that at present 
in train in New Zealand.

A Great Librarian 


Dr. Locke of Toronto 





(Co-author of the Report on Lib- 
reries in Canada.)

The library service in Canada has 
suffered a great loss in the death 
of Dr. George H. Locke, chief libra- 
rian of Toronto for the past 29 
years. He was the doyen of the pro- 
fession in Canada, with a monument 
of achievement in her greatest city. 

Dr. Locke was born in Canada in 
1870 and educated in Toronto's 
schools and university, where he 
ended as lecturer in Greek and an- 
cient history. He went to the Uni- 
ted States as a lecturer at Harvard 
and then to Chicago University as 
dean of the faculty of education. 
While there he came into conflict 
with the notorious mayor Thompson 
over the purchase of books for the 
library which seemed to the mayor to 
be too flattering to the King of 
Great Britain. In 1908 Dr. Locke 
was appointed chief librarian in 
Toronto, and took up his abode in a 
dingy little library with four in- 
Significant brenches. Full of ime- 
gination and energy, he was in his 
element in this post, and in 28 
years he produced in Toronto the 
finest city library organization in 
the Dominion, besides inspiring and 
assisting in the first gestures of 
library extension for the benefit of 
small communities. 

He was an intensely human man, 
with a compelling personality. His 
staff was chosen entirely by himself 
and treated from the moment of their 
appointment as members of a family. 
A house adjoining the central libra- 
ry was acquired as a staff club, 
managed by the staff themselves; and 
here every day they foregather for 
lunch and tea. Dr. Locke's prin- 
ciple wes that libraries should look 
as little like institutions as pos- 
sible. With this object he secured 
a separate house for the juvenile 
department, which is called the 
children's house. Everything inside 
and out encourages the young people 
to feel that they are in a home 
rather then an institution. Another 
expression of the same idea is the 
decoration of every one of the libra- 
ries with flowering pot plents all 



























through the year. These are furni- 
shed from a hothouse at the central 
library in which Dr. Locke took the 
keenest personal interest. Point- 
ing with pride to the tables in the 
main reading room which, though 25 
years old, had never been cut by 
readers, he ascribed this respect 
of the library's property to the 
non-institutional atmosphere of the 
libraries, with their flowers and 
other homely amenities. 

Dr. Locke's activities in the 
cultural life of Canada were of the 
widest. He was the finest type of 
librarian, and in 1926 was presi- 
dent of the great American Library 
Association. 

Like some other New Zealanders I 
was privileged to meet and to get 
to know Dr. Locke.He was then suf- 
fering a slow recovery from 4 series 
of misfortunes, the loss of his wife 
and his only son, and then a severe 
attack of pneumonia following on a 
broken leg sustained skating, a 
long list of disasters for a man 
in his sixties. The New Zealand 
librarian of to-day could get no 
finer inspiration than meeting a 
man of this calibre and seeing 
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Retirement: 





Mr. Johannes C. Ander- 
sen, M.B.E., F.R.S.N.Z., is retir- 
ing after a long and distinguished 
cereer in the Public Service. Mr. 
Andersen's work as a writer is, we 
hope, by no means at an end, but 
his career as librarian of the 
Alexander Turnbull Library ceased 
on the 31st March last. The Turn- 
bull Library has, under Mr. Ander- 
sen's guidance, become in many 
ways 2 finer collection than it 
was when he was appointed to the 
librarianship. Mr. Andersen hes 
never considered the library as a 
closed collection, and in conse- 
quence those aspects of the libra- 
ry's work which do not deal purely 
with book rareties have not been 
allowed to remain unimproved. The 
great number of accessions to the 
library by way of donations is due 
to Mr. Andersen's untiring corres- 
pondence, and the stock will be 
for years to come a monument to 
his care and industry. Members 
of the Association will wish him 
all happiness in his retirement. 
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(This column is to be carried on by 
Mr. E. 5. Ellerm. The first colum, 
however, consists of part of a talk 
on MODERN ISSUE SYSTEMS delivered 
by the new President of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. E. J. Bell, at the recent 
Conference of the Association. Mr. 
Bell's work in the past as Secreta- 
ry of the Association up till 1935 
and as editor of the Bulletin up 
till his retirement from the posi- 
tion a few weeks ago is too well 
known to need comment, but it has 
been of the utmost value to all 
members of the Association. The 
librarians of small libraries in 
particular have for long realized 
that Mr. Bell's kindly advice is 
always at their disposal, and often 
avail themselves of his knowledge 
and experience.)

I am dealing with modern issue 
systems because from observation I 
am convinced that in New Zealand 
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no definite charging system can 

be installed in many of the libra- 
ries owing to our conditions being 
entirely different from those of 
the English and American libraries, 
and some form of modification is 
needed. For instence, in the over- 
seas libraries membership is free 
and registration is, therefore, a 
simple matter, whereas in New Zea- 
land, with few exceptions, our 
libraries charge a fee for member- 
ship which necessitates a scheme 
that records when a subscription 
has been paid and when same ex- 
pires. All this, of course, adds 
considerably to the work involved 
in establishing an issue system. 

It is a recognised fact that 
all libraries, large and small, 
must have some system whereby 
those in charge can ascertain three 
things in particular:-- 

Firstly, who has a certain book 
out; secondly, when that book is 
due back, and thirdly, the number 
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of books issued each day. To keep 
these records certain rules are es- 
sential. Each book should have a 
number, each member a2 borrower's 
ticket or some method of registra- 
tion, and there should be o method 
of recording the date issued or due 
date. In other cases, where more 
elaborate systems are operating, 
book cards, pockets end labels are 
necessary, «s are also tin or wood- 
en trays for filing purposes, and 
rubber date-stamps. 

The first libraries in which 
I served possessed indicators, and 
it was not until 1903 that I found 
myself in a borough where one of 
the branch libraries had adopted 
the open-access system and wes ob- 
liged to install something differ- 
ent in the way of charging. Every 
book was numbered, and for each a 
pocket was filed in a tray. This 
pocket contained book-number, 
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automatically. In 1911, a big 
new Carnegie Library was erected, 
open access was adopted and a card 
system of charging installed. 

In 1913, I came to Christchurch 
and found that subscriptions were 
in force and that & very antiquated 
system was being used. 
travels to the libraries in Marl- 
borough, Nelson, the West Coast 
and Canterbury, I found many lib- 
raries still using the same old 
system. You paid your fee and were 
given a page in a ledger, the page 
number being your number. For ex- 
ample, your number was 191 and you 
had to remember that. Open access 
was installed so it was necessary 
to bring your book to the desk end 
shout out 191; the assistant tur- 
ned to this page and made the ne- 
cessary entry by titles, no books 
being numbered. With 191 filled

Yet 
that very system is being used in 
New Zealand to-day. 

I know exactly what many of 
you will say! You cannot afford 
an expensive system. But let me 
tell you that a simple, modern 
system need not be costly. The 
time saved will be enormous and 
the loss of books reduced consid- 
erably. I am, of course, aware 
that funds in the smaller libra- 
ries are small and that many of 
those in charge have had no libra- 
ry training. I have a few sugges- 
tions for the smaller libraries. 

In the first place it is necess- 
ary to keep a record of all books 
~ City axl bought or presented, and to give 
each @ number. There is no need 
to secure an elaborate printed 
accession register. Any ordinary 
foolscap book will do, costing two 
or three shillings. Rule it as 
follows and commence at 101, and 
when taking stock subtract 100 
from latest number to give total

Many of the larger libraries in 
New Zealand have already installed 
the simplest and most effective 
card and pocket systems. Some use 
an oblong pocket, some a corner 
pocket, book- cards are of varying 
sizes and colours, as are also the 
borrowers! tickets and date-labels. 
There are, of course, variations 
in these card systems. Some lib- 
raries allow books out for four- 
teen days, others make the period

Ll expect you are all familiar 
witn the borrower who, charged 
with an overdue book, replies: "Oh, 
I have never had it!" or, "I have 
returned it." I venture to say that 
in none cases out of ten the book 
has not peen returned and is svill 
in the possession of the borrower, 
or has been lost. People imagine 
that librariens are incapable of 
recordins the issue and return of 
& book. But wheat are we to do? 

We cannot directly accuse these 
peopie of ustering falsehoods, but 
must, like the song, agree that 
"the customer is always right." 
Libraries lose cozens of books in 
this manner, no matter what system 
is in operation. but with e modern
